Office Action Summary 



U^S. Patent and Trademark Office 
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1 . The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 3 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and 
process of making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any 
person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make 
and use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of canying out 
his invention. 

The specification is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as non-enabling. 
No structure has been presented in the form of drawings yet to define what and how the listed 
fimctions are supposed to operate and interact. 

2. Claims 10-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, for the reasons set forth 
in the objection to the specification. 

3. Claims 10-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards 
as the invention. 

These claims are vague and indefinite, since the "location data" on line 9, as understood, 
cannot consist of just the "satellite signals" or the "data of the satellite-aided transmission 
system" from line 12 "to determine identification data of the object". This is circular logic as the 
invention must measure location data of the group consisting of distance and angle for the 
computer to determine "identification data". The other claims and the specification do not 
support this circular logic, either. 

4. While drawings were to have been submitted, they have not been included v^th the 
materials filed 16 June 2003. As of record the lack of any drawings are objected under 37 CFR 
1 .83 in that every feature claimed must be shown.
